TUB BEST SITE FOB AN ORCHARD. 


Dodart first observed that trees puJied 


their branches in a direction parallel to the 
anrface of the earth. If a tree stands on 
• steep hillside, it pushes toward the hill 
and the declivity; but on both sides it (till 
Preserves its branches parallal to tha sur- 
l»c«. Tbe most fruitful orchards and mojt 
fertile trees are those planted on a decliv- 
ity, and the steeper it is. though not quite 
a precipice, the more p.-olifio they proye. 
It is well known that t5ie spreading of 
tree* always renders thorn fruitful. On 
a plane they incline to shoot upward ; and 
therefore art is smpluyed by skillful gard- 
ners, and applied in various ways, to 
check their perpindicnlar and promote 
their lateral growth.
